TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS  OF  THE  CITY 

OF  RIPON. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  third  Annual  Report,  which 
deals  with  the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  1949, 
and  in  addition  gives  brief  details  of  the  health  services  in  the  area  provided 
by  the  County  Council  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  sections  of  the  Report  dealing  with  housing,  environmental  hygiene, 
and  the  supervision  of  food,  have  again  been  compiled  by  your  Sanitary 
Inspector,  to  whom  my  thanks  are  due,  not  only  for  this,  but  for  his  continued 
advice  and  help  during  the  year. 

The  health  of  the  City  has  been  generally  satisfactory.  The  only  infect¬ 
ious  disease  which  was  unduly  prevalent  was  measles,  a  disease  which  is  often 
treated  too  lightly  by  the  parents  of  the  sufferers.  If  neglected,  it  can  cause 
troublesome  and  sometimes  dangerous  conditions  as  sequelae. 

Housing  difficulties  in  the  City  are  still  an  important  source  of  indifferent 
health  and  personal  unhappiness.  It  will  be  observed  in  Section  D  of  this 
Report  that  there  are  still  95  houses  in  occupation  which  were  unfit  at  the 
outbreak  of  war.  There  are  many  more  which  have  deteriorated  greatly  in 
the  intervening  ten  years,  and  which  will  require  to  be  dealt  with  as  soon  as 
possible.  Many  families  are  living  in  furnished  rooms,  without  proper  pro¬ 
vision  for  food  storage,  water  supply  or  cooking,  and  are  paying  very  high 
rents  for  them.  The  Corporation,  alive  to  this  social  evil,  has  tried  to  adopt 
Bye-laws  which  would  enable  it  to  insist  on  the  improvement  of  these  lodgings 
but  was  refused  sanction  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  which  argues  that  a  time 
of  housing  shortage  (when  these  bad  conditions  have  to  be  accepted  by  the 
unfortunate  lodgers)  is  not  opportune  for  the  adoption  of  Bye-laws  which 
would  give  power  to  control  the  problem. 

I  have  throughout  the  year  received  the  same  invariable  kindness  and 
courtesy  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  from 
the  Town  Clerk  and  other  officers.  I  appreciate  it  very  much  indeed.

NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  15.12  again  shows  a  decrease  from  that  of  the  previous 
year,  and  compares  with  a  rate  of  16.7  for  England  and  Wales. 


Deaths. 

The  Death  Rate  of  13.36  is  higher  than  that  for  1948  and  higher  than  the 
rate  for  the  whole  country  (11.7). 

The  chief  causes  of  death  in  the  order  of  their  frequency  were  Heart 
Disease,  Cancer,  Nephritis,  Respiratory  Infections,  and  Intracranial  Vascular 
Lesions. 


Comparability  Factor. 

As  populations  vary  in  their  constitution  according  to  age  and  sex, 
birth  and  death  rates  from  different  areas  are  not  strictly  comparable.  In 
order  to  adjust  these  figuers  so  that  they  can  be  compared  with  those  for 
other  areas,  the  Registrar  General  has  again  been  able  to  supply  a  mathemat¬ 
ical  adjustment. 


Natural  Increase  of  Population. 

The  number  of  births  exceeded  the  number  of  deaths  by  16. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

Six  children  under  1  year  of  age  died  during  the  year,  giving  an  Infantile 
Mortality  rate  of  41.34.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  17.6  and  that  for 
England  and  Wales  32.00.  The  following  table  gives  the  ages  at  death  of 
these  six  children.

SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  serves  the  Ripon  and  Pateley  Bridge 
Rural  District  Council  in  a  similar  capacity,  and  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer 
for  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  is  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  County  Health  Service.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  acts  as 
Cleansing  Superintendent  and  Housing  Estates  Manager  for  the  Corporation. 
He  also  does  the  meat  inspection  at  the  central  slaughtering  depot  in  Ripon, 
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HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  CORPORATION. 


Mortuary. 

The  Corporation  mortuary  is  situated  in  Skellbank  and  has  accommo¬ 
dation  for  two  bodies.  6  bodies  were  admitted  from  the  City  and  16  from 
the  Rural  District.

Action  under  this  section  was  taken  in  one  instance  during  the  year. 
An  old  lady  was  living  in  a  large  house  which  was  in  a  very  neglected 
state.  She  was  unable  to  look  after  herself  properly,  and  no  satisfactory 
help  could  be  obtained. 

The  Corporation  made  application  to  the  Court  under  the  above  Section, 
and  an  Order  was  made  for  the  removal  of  the  old  lady  to  “  The  Beeches,” 
Tadcaster,  for  three  months.  She  settled  down  well  there,  but  unfortunately 
had  a  stroke  a  few  weeks  after  admission  and  died. 


HEALTH  SERVICES  PROVIDED  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 
School  Health  Service. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  School  Medical  Officer. 
Dr.  Ashmore  is  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer.  Routine  school  medical 
inspections  are  carried  out  and  also  examinations  of  special  cases.  School 
nurses  visit  the  schools  regularly.  Minor  Ailments  Clinics  are  held  at  Alma 
House,  Ripon,  every  morning  from  Monday  to  Friday,  and  at  the  Secondary 
Modern  School,  Pateley  Bridge,  every  Friday  morning.  Specialist  clinics  for 
orthopaedic,  paediatric,  ophthalmic,  and  ear,  nose  and  throat  cases  are  also 
provided. 

Care  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

A  weekly  ant-natal  and  post-natal  clinic  is  held  by  a  Specialist  at  Alma 
House,  Ripon.  Two  clinics  monthly  are  also  held  in  the  Methodist  Buildings, 
Pateley  Bridge. 

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service. 

The  City  and  Rural  District  are  completely  covered  by  Domiciliary 
mid  wives. 

Child  Welfare  Service. 

A  weekly  welfare  centre  is  held  in  Ripon,  a  fortnightly  centre  in  Pateley 
Bridge,  and  a  monthly  centre  in  Summerbridge.  The  Voluntary  Associat¬ 
ions  continue  to  give  valuable  help.

Care  of  Premature  Babies  in  the  Home. 

Premature  babies  by  reason  of  their  small  size  and  frailty,  are  especially 
liable  to  die  during  the  first  weeks  after  birth.  A  special  cot  and  other 
equipment  is  provided  which  can  be  taken  quickly  to  the  home  on  request 
from  the  doctor  or  midwife.  Two  members  of  the  public  health  nursing 
staff  have  been  specially  trained  at  the  Sorrento  Maternity  Home,  Birmingham 
in  the  care  of  these  infants,  and  are  available  to  give  expert  assistance. 


Health  Visiting. 

Four  Health  Visitors  work  in  the  Division.  These  officers  provide 
advice  and  help  to  mothers  and  sick  or  aged  persons.  They  provide  in¬ 
formation  for  Hospitals,  Doctors  and  Clinics. 


Home  Nursing  Service. 

Seven  district  nurses  work  in  the  Division.  A  relief  District  Nurse- 
Midwife  has  been  appointed.  In  the  City  the  District  Nursing  Service  is 
separated  from  midwifery. 

Home  Help  Service. 

Where  possible,  Home  Helps  are  provided  in  suitable  cases.  There  are, 
unfortunately,  still  many  villages  where  no  home  help  is  available,  owing  to 
shortage  of  staff. 

Menial  Health. 

Supervision  and  care  are  provided  for  mental  defectives.  Case  histories 
and  background  reports  are  provided  in  cases  of  mental  illness  on  request 
from  mental  hospitals.  A  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  is  employed. 


Prevention  o?  Illness,  Gare  and  After  Care. 

The  various  officers  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  the  officers  of 
the  Corporation  Health  Department  co-operate  closely  in  respect  of  this 
work.  The  County  provides  residential  accommodation  at  Allhallowgate, 
Ripon.  A  Tuberculosis  Visitor  does  valuable  work. 


Ambulance  Service. 


The  County  Ambulance  Depot  is  at  Harrogate.  In  both  Ripon  and 
Pateley  Bridge,  however,  the  local  Divisions  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  continue  to  operate  an  efficient  service  on  behalf  of  the  County 
Council.  The  Ambulance  Officer  at  Ripon  has  kindly  supplied  the  following

The  collection  of  waste  paper  during  1949  again  shows  an  increase  over 
•each  year  since  the  slump  of  1945/6.  This  was  evident  particularly  during 
the  second  six  months  and  augurs  well  for  1950.  The  profit  shows  a  decrease 
due  to  reduction  in  prices  which  operated  from  the  17th  October  and  cost  the 
Corporation  (in  profits)  more  than  ^lOO.  In  addition  a  trailer  for  the  collection 
of  salvage  was  purchased  and  painted  at  a  total  cost  of  £69.  This  item  of 
expenditure  will  not  recur  for  several  years.  The  bonus  of  15/-  and  £\  per 
ton  of  waste  paper  from  the  Board  of  Trade  ceased  on  December  31st.  This 
amount,  together  with  an  equivalent  amount  from  the  Corporation  was 
handed  to  the  workmen  as  an  incentive  bonus  to  improve  the  collection  of 
waste  paper.  From  January,  1950,  an  amended  scheme  was  introduced  and 
the  workmen  now  receive  a  bonus  from  the  Corporation  of  £2  per  ton  on 
quantities  in  excess  of  20  tons  per  quarter  and  this  is  shared  equitably  amongst 
the  workmen.
